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CANAL BILL PASSED 
BY THE SENATORS 


NICARAGUA SCHEME 
IS 
EN­ 
DORSED IN UPPER HOUSE 


However the Friends of the Measure 
Are Not Confident That it Can Be 
Gotten Through the House—Warm 
Debate Over Hawaii in the Senate— 
Judge Rick’s Case. 


W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 26.—The N icara­ 
gua canal bill passed th e senate last 
evening by a safe m ajority of ten, the 
vote standing 21 to 31. 
The bill as it passed th e senate was 
substantially the same as th a t reported 
from the com m ittee, no hostile am end­ 
m ents, although th ere w ere scores of 
them offered, receiving a majority. 
T he thirty-one affirm ative votes were 
made up of tw enty republicans and 
eleven dem ocrats. 
The 
opposition 
composed fifteen dem ocrats, three re­ 
publicans and three populists. 
Senator Palm er secured the adoption 
of an am endm ent giving th e President 
of the U nited States pow er to remove 
from office a t any tim e in his discre­ 
tion any of th e governm ent directors. 
The bill w ill now go to the house, 
w here it is alm ost certain to come to 
an untim ely end. 
The bill in brief directs the issue of 
$70,000,000 of N icaragua canal bonds, 
bearing th e guarantee of the Unitec 
States. 
An additional $30,000,000 o 
bonds is to be issued w ithout the 
U nited States guarantee. 
The total 
$100,000,000 
thus 
issued is to be 
used in constructing the canal. 
The 
secretary of the treasury is to have 
general supervision of the project. 
A 
board of fifteen directors is to have 
im m ediate charge of the work. 
Of 
this board the President is to desig­ 
nate ten members, no more th an tw o 
from any 
one state. 
The United 
States is to receive $70,000,000 of the 
canal com pany stock in retu rn for 
guaranteeing the bonds and is to hold 
a m ortgage lien on all the property of 
th e canal company.

W hile the situation 
is regarded as a very trying one, there 
is no th o u g h t of anything so serious as 
to involve the credit of the govern­ 
m ent, which the secretary w ill fully 
m aintain at all hazards.

The m anagers of the Lawrence re­

Heavy sales of wool, 6,567,150 pounds, 
against 5,661,350 tw o years ago, are in 
p art th e result of grow ing confidence 
am ong m anufacturers th a t they w ill 
be able to m eet foreign com petition, 
and in p art because prices are not 
thought likely to go lower, so th a t 
some have purchased beyond th eir or­ 
ders for goods. 
Carpet m ills are con­ 
servative, 
some 
having 
sustained 
heavy /losses last year. 
Receipts of 
foreign wool are large and holders 
pushing to sell. 
“ W heat has sold a t the low est point 
ever know n for the May option, and 
spot has declined 4 cents for the week, 
liquidations of th e immense holdings 
of th e F air estate being absorbed. Re­ 
ceipts a t present are sm aller th an a 
year ago, but since July I have been 
119.000.000 bushel against 120.600,000 
last year. 
A tlantic exports are only 
847.756 bushels for th e week and do 
not suffice to support the m arket. Corn 
has declined 214 cents, though receipts 
e shrinking. 
Liquidation in pork 
has b rought a sharp decline. 
Cotton 
barely escaped th e low est point on 
record, w ith receipts from plantations 
nearly 454,000 bales larger than a t the 
same date w hen th e crop w as over 
9.000.000 bales and stocks of American 
here and abroad 300,000 bales larger 
than at the same date last year. 
“ Failures this week have been 363 
in th e U nited States, against 430 last 
year, and 59 in Canada, against 55 last 
year.’’

He read 
in detail the investm ents of Claus 
Spreckels and others in Hawaii.

Mills laid down the proposition th a t 
the senate was going too far in direct­ 
ing the executive branch as to w hat 
use it should m ake of the navy or the 
army. 
Ile declared th a t if this doc­ 
trine was conceded then the executive 
branch was powerless.

give his reasons or to direct his course. 
Mr. Allen (pop., Neb.) also spoke. 
He urged th a t M inister Stevens’ initial 
act was a flagrant violation of in ter­ 
national law.

In M arch ’91, of th e five judges of 
the suprem e court. Cole, Lyon, Casso- 
day and T aylor were republicans and 
O rton was a dem ocrat. 
On April 3rd 
1891, Judge T aylor died, and Governor 
Peck 
on 
the 
4 th 
day 
of 
May 
follow ing 
appointed 
Judge W inslow to succeed him . 
In 
January, 1892, the Hon. S. U. Pinney, 
a dem ocrat who had been elected to 
succeed Judge Cole in Apr!1, 1891, 
took his seat upon the bench, so th a t 
in Jan u ary , 1892, the court was com­ 
posed of th ree dem ocrats and tw o 
republicans. 
In April, 1892, by the 
courtesy of republicans. Judge Wins- 
ow was elected w ithout opposition for 
the unexpired term of Judge Taylor, 
th a t is, u n til Jan u ary , 1896. 
History of 
the Gerrymander. 
In 1891. under the dictatorship of 
Boss W all, th e legislature w ith the ap­ 
proval of Governor Peck, passed the 
first infam ous gerrym ander act, which 
violated the constitution of th e state 
by tak in g parts of counties and patch­ 
ing them together to form assembly 
and 
senatorial 
districts, 
and 
by 
m aking 
the 
num ber 
of 
in- 
nabitauts of 
th e 
different districts 
vary greatly, to subserve grossly p a r­ 
tisan purposes. 
On M arch 22, 1892, 
the suprem e court declared this appor­ 
tionm ent act void. 
And, as the dates 
above given show, 
it w as shortly 
after th e announcem ent of this decis­ 
ion th a t Judge W inslow w as elected 
w ithout a contest.
